Since 
them Sir Francis Hincks and Hon. Alex- 
ander Campbell, both members of the 
Macldtald Government theh, have 
become Presidents of the now famous 
and failed Bank —the Consolidated, and 
We suppose they are responsible from 
their own showing, Now, isany bank. 
ing systema right one that risks the 
currency @f the people, into ineompe- 
tent or dithohest hands. The Ex 
change Bank may pay ite bill hold. 
ers in fulland #0 may tho Consoli- 
dated, bat it is well-known that the 
Mechapies’ Bank will not, and a large 
amount hae slrewly been lost by the 
depreciation of Consolidated and Ex- 
change Bank bills, ¢ven though they 
do eventually pay in full, which is 
not cortain. The truth of the matter 
is, our banks, like our insurance com- 
panies, are considered safe or otherwise 
according to the names of the per- 
fons who appear as President, Dirce- 
tora, ete., and experience has shown us 
that such dependence is not always 
trustworthy. Sir Franais Hincks is 
President of the Consolidated, and ac- 
cording to the statemént of the Diree- 
tors, signed by himsolf, six montha ago 
the bank was safe, and had éver three 
million of capital in hand; a throe weeks 
later report reduced it to something 
over a million, and is is questionable 
now if the stockhohlers will receive 
ten cents on the dolla, and the en- 
quiry made inte the managemont of 
the bank has shown that the failure 
ia attributable not to the improper 
management of agente 

throughout the cowntry, but to bad 
management at Montreal —the very 
point most dircctly unler the super 
vision of the President and Dirce- 
tors.. There has always beon « nar 
row supply generally at the different 
branches in Ontario, even on the moat 
anexceptionshle paper, and yet half 
millions could be lavished on more 
than doultful paper in Montreal, As 
s speculation it is for the Stockhold. 
“ere to look inte it, bat wher the prom- 
ines to pay of these institutions becomes 
the eurrent circulating medium of the 
country, then it is for the people to 
have something to say df the subject. 
The development of investigations in- 
to these institutions shows us plainly 
that the names ofthe most prominent 
statesmen are no guarantee against Lax 
management. Sir Francis or Sir Rich- 
and or Sir thie or thet do not appear 
to be the. poorer for the failures, but 
the country euffem. There is « fren- 
eral lows, even though the banks should 
pay in full, by the want of confidence 
fecling created, the interference with 
business arrangements, and the loss on 
the bills in the mean time by holders 
who cannot afford to wait. Now, 
what ie the remedy? We say give us 
& national currency, Lat every bill al 
lowed to be in cireulation be as good 
athe’ dnes whd twos now in circuls- 
tion, back by the Dominion. It may 
be called copying after the Ameri 
cans. So much the better we say, for 
they have tried and tested it, and car 
wdlopting . it will, require no exper. 
menting. It may interfere with a few 
monopolista, xo mach the better. As
